In the name of the Commonwealth you are required to notify and 
warn the inhabitants of said Town qualified to vote in town election

at 7:45 P. M., then and there to act on the following articles. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds, a sum or sums of money for the 
operation and expenses of any or all of the following: (1) Fire 
Department, (2) Police Department, (3) School Department, (4) 
Welfare Department, (5) Town Counsel and Legal Claims, (6) 
Insurance, and (7) Highway Department — Snow Removal, or do 
or act. 


(1) The Fire Department expense, which is always a diffi- 
cult matter to estimate in advance, is running, this year, very 
substantially above that of previous years. The exact amount 
required to finish out the year will not be known until the time 
of the meeting. 


(2) The operation of the Police Department falls under 
the jurisdiction of the Selectmen. About the middle of the year, 
the Selectmen came to the conclusion that it was going to be 
necessary to provide the Town with more adequate police cover- 
age than was appropriated at the last Annual Town Meeting. 
The additional expense involved will come to about $800. 


(3) The School Department advises the Finance Committee 
that it will need about $3,500 additional for that portion of its 
budget classified as “Operation of School Plants—Miscellaneous 
of Operation.” This includes all utilities, and the additional 
amount is needed largely to make up the difference of the total 
amount which was underestimated last February. After investi- 
gation, the Finance Committee is satisfied that the amount re- 


(1) 


quested will be needed to carry the department through to the 
end of December, 1953. 


(4) By the time of the meeting, the Welfare Department 
may, or may not, need an addbionsl appropriation for one or 
more of its accounts. A specific recommendation will be made 
in this connection at the Town Meeting. 


(0) The Town Counsel advises that the Town will be obli- 
gated to pay some $624, representing costs imposed by the court 
in an action brought by the Town several years ago against 
Martin J. Lee. This amount will be needed over and above 
the amount provided for the Town Counsel and Legal Claims. 


(6) Due to increased insurance coverage, $1,700 will be 
needed to pay the insurance bills which should be due December 
Bi E9yas { . 


}, 
(7) The recommendation in connection with the amount 
necessary for Snow Removal wiil be made at the Town Meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town wiil vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for garbage collec- 
tion, or do or act. . 


The contract for the collection of garbage expired May 1, 
1953. In the preceding year, the cost to the Town was at an 
annual vate of $4,995. At the Annual Meeting in March, 1953, 
$6,785 was appropriated for the fiscal year of 1953, with the 
understanding that the new coniract rate would be at $7,680 per 
year. Due to new state and federal regulations covering the sale 
of garbage, however, the contractor has increased the annual 
rate of charge to the Town to $9,280. The existing appropria- 
tion is, therefore, inadequate to cover the amount necessary for 


1953 by $1,066.68. 


The Finance Committee recommends the appropriation of 
that amount. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the payment of 
interest on Town indebtedness due in 1953, or do or act. 


Work by the Water Department on the connecting water 
extension link between Old Connecticut Path and Cochituate 
Road was started somewhat earlier in the year than was origin- 
ally anticipated. As a result, funds had to be borrowed to pay 
for the work and the borrowing calls for an initial payment of 
interest in December, 1953. The first interest payment is, there- 
fore, due within the fiscal year of 1953, rather than 1954. 


The Finance Committee recommends that $200 be appro- 
priated for payment of interest on Water Extension Notes of 
1953 and that the funds be transferred from “Water Available 


Surplus.” 
(2) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the completion 
of construction of the Cochituate Fire Station and addition thereto, 
including landscaping and construction of drives and walks, or do 
or act. 


The installation of driveway, parking area, walk and the 
grading and seeding in connection with the completion of the 
Library wing of the Fire Station in Cochituate has been unavoid- 
ably delayed. It was originally contemplated that a special 
meeting would be held in June or July of 1953 to consider the 
construction of a new school and it was expected that the matter 
of funds for the completion of the outside work on the addition 
would also be taken up with the Town at such a meeting. 


The architect has advised the Building Committee that 
about $3,500 will be necessary and, in view of the fact that the 
isha remaining balance in the construction account would 

e inadequate to take care of the entire job, the Finance Com- 
mittee felt that there was no alternative to the deferment of 
completion until such time as the Town made proper provisions 
for the funds. 


The Finance Committee now recommends the approval of 
the article and the appropriation of the sum requested for the 
completion of the work 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of constructing a school building on 
land of the Town east of Old Connecticut Path in the vicinity of 
Maiden Lane, and for originally equipping and furnishing the said 
building; determine whether the money shall be provided for by 
appropriation from available funds in the treasury, by taxation, and/or 
by borrowing; or take any action in relation thereto. 


The need for action under this article is the principal reason 
for calling the Special Town Meeting at this time. 


Over a period of years, the School Committee, in conjunc- 
tion with the Special School Building Committee, has been 
steadily studying the growth of the school population, with a 
view to presenting to the Town a program of orderly expansion 
of school plant system, properly geared to the population 
growth. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting, funds were voted for 
the purchase of a site and for plans and specifications for a 
new 12-room elementary school. A I)-acre site off Old Con- 
necticut Path, north of Maiden Lane, has been acquired. Plans 
for the school building have been completed and bids will be 
received prior to the meeting so that cost figures, based on 
proper estimates, will be available for presentation to the Town, 
together with a full report by the Special School Building 
Committee. 

(3) 


The Finance Committee will be prepared to make its recom- 
mendations based on the information then available. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to establish a committee 
to make a preliminary study and report to the Town of the probable 
advantages and disadvantages to the Town of a Regional School 
District. 


This article is inserted in the Warrant at the request of the 
School Committee. No specific action is contemplated at this 
time, other than the appointment of a committee to look into 
all phases of the matter, and, in view of the fact that adjoining 
towns also have the matier under consideration, the Finance 
Committee feels that the Town would be remiss if it did not 
make a full investigation of the advantages and disadvantages 
of joining such a district. 


The Finance Committee, therefore, recommends the ap- 
pointment of a committee as requested in the article. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept a sum of money 
for the support of the Library, from the general agents for insurance 
for the Town, or do or act. 


For a number of years, all of the Town’s insurance has been 
placed through a single agent, under an arrangement by which 
the brokerage fees were distributed to a limited number of local 
resident brokers who had given, or were giving, generously of 
their time to the Town's business in positions for which they 
were receiving relatively little by way of compensation. Since 
no such direct services are now being performed for the Town 
to warrant such a distribution of brokerage fees, and, with the 
steady increase in the total amount of insurance purchased by 
the Town, the Finance Committee believes that the brokerage 
on the insurance placed with the general agent should be 
returned to the Town in the form of a gift and in an amount 
which would roughly correspond to the normal brokerage fees. 
Tentative arrangements have been made by which it will be 
possible to handle the matter in this fashion. 


The Finance Committee therefore recommends that the 
Town accept as a gift from the general agents the sum of $3,500 
for the support of the Library and that the Library budget for 
the year 1954 be adjusted to reflect this contribution. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the establishment 
and operation of a full-time Fire Department, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


The question of a full-time Fire Department was given 
thorough consideration by the Special Fire Survey Committee 
in 1952 when it was reviewing the entire matter of fire protec- 
tion for the Town. The study included: buildings, equipment, 


(4) 


alarm system and personnel. Recommendations were made for 
the continuance of the volunteer Fire Department. With the 
continuing growth of the Town, however, and, with the switch- 
over due in 1954 to the dial telephone system, it will be neces- 
sary to make some rearrangements regarding police and fire 
coverage. 


The Finance Committee, therefore, recommends that the 
matier of a full-time Fire Department be referred to a special 
committee for further study. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell at public or private sale the old Cochituate Fire Station lot 
located on Harrison Street, after demolition of the building thereon 
has been completed, or do or act. 


By the time of the Town Meeting, the old frame Cochituate 
Fire Station will no longer be in use by the Town. It is con- 
templated that the building will have been ordered demolished 
as being unsafe. Since the Town will have no further use for 
the lot on which the building now stands, it is assumed that the 
Town will want to dispose of it. This article and the following 
one both offer possible solutions to the problem of disposing 
of the property. 


The owner of the abutting property bas advised the Town 
that he would like to have an opportunity to purchase the land 
and the Cochituate Methodist Church, in the following article, 
has likewise indicated an interest in acquiring the lot. The 
Finance Committee is therefore of the opinion that, with two 
prospective buyers, the Town has no alternative but to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell the property at public auction. 


The Finance Committee recommends, therefore, that the 
Selectmen be authorized to sell the lot at Line auction, after 
the completion of the demolition of the old fire station. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to sell, or otherwise 
dispose of the land on Harrison Street, Cochituate, now occupied by 
the old Town Fire Station, to the Cochituate Methodist Church, or 
do or act. 


The Finance Committee’s recommendation on this article 
is covered under Article 9. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the pur- 
chase by the Town of either, or both, of the following parcels of land: 


(1) Land now or formerly of George R. Laurence, located on 
Cedar Crest Road and Indian Road described as Lots 873-876 
Woodland Park; and 

(2) Land now or formerly of Madeline C. Owens located on 
Hawthorne Road described as Part Lot 90, Castle Gate North; 
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and to raise and appropriate, or transfer from available funds, a sum 
of money for the purpose. 


The purchase of these two properties by the Town is pro- 
posed, pursuant to the established policy of the Town, by which 
properties that are dilapidated, unsafe or unfit for habitation 
are being gradually acquired by the Town in order to prevent 
their further use or occupancy. The two pieces are assessed for 
$1,700 and may be purchased together for something less than 
that amount. 


The Finance Committee recommends the approval of the 
article and the appropriation of $1,300 for the purpose. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to determine, under 
the provisions of General Laws (Ter. Ed.) Chapter 152, Section 69 
as amended, and Acts of 1936, Chapter 403, that the terms “laborers,” 
“workmen,” and ‘mechanics,’ as used in General Laws (Ter. Ed.) 
Chapter 152, Sections 68 to 75, inclusive, shall include all employees 
of the Town, regardless of the nature of their duties, except members 
of the fire and police forcse. 


The Town has been obtaining Workmen’s Compensation 
insurance coverage for two years, but it has been advised by its 
insurance agent that it will be necessary for the Town to take 
the formal action here requested in order to properly authorize 
payment of the insurance. 


The Finance Committee, therefore, recommends approval 
of the article. ) 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing 
Zoning By-Laws, Section IX, paragraphs (e), (f) and (g) in any, or 
all of the following ways: 


(1) In every instance where the wording “Residence Zone 15,000 
sq. ft. 100 ft. Front” or the like appears, the number “15,000” 
shall be amended to read “20,000”; and in every instance 
where the wording “fifteen thousand square feet” appears it 
shall be amended to read “twenty thousand square feet.” 


. (2) In every instance where the wording “Residence Zone 22,500 
sq. ft. 125 ft. Front” or the like appears, the number “22,500” 
shall be amended to read “30,000”; and in every instance’ 
where the wording “twenty-two thousand and five hundred 
square feet” appears it shall be amended to read “thirty 
thousand square feet.” 


(3) In every instance where the wording “Residence Zone 30,000 
sq. ft. 150 ft. Front” or the like appears, the number “30,000” 
shall be amended to read “40,000”; and in every instance 
where the wording “thirty thousand square feet” appears, it 
shall be amended to read “forty thousand square feet”; 
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or to amend said By-Laws by increasing the area required under said 
Section IX (e), (f) and (g) otherwise, or to take any other action 
relative thereto. 


This, and the pene aete three articles, has been inserted in 
the Warrant by the Planning Board. Nothing contained in 
these articles affects any existing recorded lot now having 
smaller street frontage or area than that provided for in the 
articles. The proposals affect only that land which has not 
already been sub-divided under an approved plan duly recorded. 


The first two articles, 13 and 14, contemplate increasing 
the existing area and frontage requirements. The last two 
articles, 15 and 16 contemplate the introduction of a new type 
of residential zone and the definition of its boundaries and 
location. 


This article, 13, provides for increasing the existing area 
requirement in the existing three residential zones as follows: 


15,000 sq. ft. to 20,000 sq. ft. 
22,500 sq. ft. to 30,000 sq. ft. 
30,000 sq. ft. to 40,000 sq. ft. 


Article 14 proposes increasing the frontages in each of the 
three residential zones as follows: 


100 ft. to 120 ft. 
125 ft. to 150 ft. 
150 ft. to 180 ft. 


Article 15 provides for a new residential type of zone with 
60,000 sq. ft. minimum area and 210 ft. frontage. 


Article 16 defines the boundaries of the proposed new resi- 
dential zone. The three areas so defined are located in the north- 
west corner of the Town, the northeast section of the Town and 
an area on either side of the northern part of Rice Road. There 
are a few, or no lots within each area which do not already con- 
form to the proposed requirement. Any lots which do not con- 
form will not be affected. 


The enclosed map shows the existing residential zones and 
also the proposed new zone. By the time of the meeting, the 
Planning Board will have held public hearings on the proposed 
changes at which owners and residents will have had an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 


The Finance Committee feels that the Town should be 
guided by the final recommendations which will be made by the 
Planning Board at the time of the Town Meeting. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing 
Zoning By-Laws, Section IX (e), (f), and (g) in any or all of the 
following ways:

The Special Fire Survey Committee, pursuant to Article II 
| the last Annual Town Meeting, has awarded the contract for 
e construction of the new Cochituate Fire Station at a total 
cost of about $46,)00, but will need about $5,400 for the com- 
pletion of the job, including blacktopping of driveways and 
aprons, the loaming and seeding of the area surrounding the 
building, and the removal and re-installation of the fire alarm 
and air whistles systems to the new station. The work on the 
mutual aid line to Weston, called for under Article Il, will be 
completed at a cost of $4,780, leaving a balance of $1,720 which 
can be transferred toward the amount required for the building. 
The Finance Committee recommends, therefore, that the funds 
for the work here requested be provided for: (1) by transfer 
of the unexpended balance of $1,/20 remaining under Article II 
for the fire alarm extension to Weston and (2) by the appro- 
priation ‘i an additional sum of $3,7 700 to be raised under the 
1953 tax levy.

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new Cochituate Fire Station presently to be built and for originally 
equipping and furnishing said addition; determine whether the money 
shall be provided for by appropriation from available funds in the 
Treasury, by taxation, and/or by borrowing; authorize the committee 
appointed in accordance with the vote under Article 12 of the Annual 
Town Meeting of March, 1951 and given further authority under 
Article 11 of the Annual Town Meeting of March, 1952 to construct, 
equip and furnish an addition to the new Cochituate Fire Station and 
to enter into necessary contracts and agreements therefore, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


The purpose of the addition called for in this article is to 
provide quarters for the Cochituate Branch of the Library, the 
Welfare Department and the Police Department. . It is con- 
templated that a one-story addition containing 2,000 or 2,200 
square feet would be adequate for the purpose. The addition 
would be a separate wing attached to the new fire station and 
would be on the same heating system. It would have a separate 
entrance facing East Plain Street. The Library has long had 
inadequate quarters and, in recent years, has shown drastic in- 
creases in circulation and use. The Library Trustees, together 
with the other departments involved, have joined in petitioning 
for the article. The investigation made by the Finance Com- 
mittee indicates that the cost of constructing the wing, in con- 
junction with the building of the fire station, will be substan- 
tially less than if the job is later done separately. Furthermore, 
the rental of the present Library and Welfare quarters are suffi- 
cient in amount to carry the contemplated indebtedness involved 
in the construction and, in effect, their present rental can prac- 
tically pay for the addition over a period of 20 to 2) years. 
The construction of a building for these purposes has long 
been contemplated and was an important consideration in 
connection with the original purchase of the land from the 
Middlesex and Boston Street Railway. The estimated cost of 
the building is in the neighborhood of from $23,000 to $28,000. 
More exact figures will be available at the time of the Town 
Meeting. —-\ ao 


Because of the immediate need of the Library and because 
of the apparent saving in the cost of the construction of the 
addition at this time, the Finance Committee further recom- 
mends that $20,000 of the cost be financed through the issuance 
of 20-year notes, and that the balance be raised under the 1953 
tax levy. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of constructing an addition to the 
Wayland High School building and for originally equipping and 
furnishing said addition, said money to be used, together with money 
appropriated for said purpose under Article 12 of the Annual Town 
Meeting held March 5, 1952; to determine whether the money shall be 
provided for by appropriation from available funds in the Treasury, 
by taxation and/or by borrowing; and to give the committee appointed 
under Article 19 of the Annual Town Meeting of March, 1947 and 
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in the opinion of the Selectmen and Finance Committee, have 
priority over the other betterment work until completed. Any 
appropriation now voted will be assessed under the 1953 tax 
rate, as originally planned and half of the money will be re- 
turned to the Town through betterment assessments. It is the 
present feeling of the Finance Committee that the amount 
reasonably available for betterments under the 1953 tax rate 
will be fully used up by the work involved under this and the 
following two articles. It is estimated that the total cost of 
the remaining work under the betterments covered in this and 
the following two articles amounts to $29,000, of which $18,900 
is applicable to work under this article. 


The Finance Committee recommends approval of the article 
and the appropriation of $18,900 to be raised under the 1953 
tax levy. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote, under the provisions of 
the Betterment Act, to appropriate a sum of money in addition to 
that which was voted under Article 21 at the Annual Town Meeting 
held in March, 1952 for the installation of water pipes and hydrants 
in Edgewood Road, Ridgefield Road, Fairfield Road and Parkridge 
Road, or any of them, and determine how the money shall be raised, 
or take any action relative thereto. 


The sum of $2,600 was appropriated at the last Annual 
Town Meeting, under Article 21, as a start on this work. The 
remaining cost is estimated to be $7,400. 


For the reasons stated under the previous article, the 
Finance Committee recommends the approval of this article 
and the appropriation of $7,400 which is to be raised under the 
1953 tax levy. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote, under the provisions 
of the Betterment Act, to appropriate a sum of money, additional to 
that which was voted under Article 22 at the last Annual Town 
Meeting, for the construction of “Blossom Lane” and “Westway Road” 
or any of them, or a portion of them, and determine how the money 
shall be raised, or take any action relative thereto. 


The sum of $400 appropriated for drainage at the last 
Annual Town Meeting under Article 22 was a start on this 
work and at that time the road was accepted. The cost of 
completing the job is estimated at $2,700. 


The Finance Committee for the same reasons as given in 
the previous two articles recommends the approval of this article 
and the appropriation of $2700, the money to be raised under 
the 1953 tax levy. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the lease, 
purchase, taking by eminent domain, or acquisition by other means, 
of the whole or part of a parcel of now vacant land located on the 
westerly side of North Main Street, across from the Highway Garage, 
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continued in office by vote under Article 1 of the Special Town Meeting 
of June 20, 1951, additional authority to construct, equip, and furnish 
the addition to the Wayland High School Building and to enter into 
the necessary contracts and agreements for the building, original 
equipping and furnishing of said addition, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


The Finance Committee investigated the circumstances sur- 
rounding this request for an additional sum of $12,500 with 
which to finish the construction and equipping of the addition 
to the high school. The extra amount now required is entirely 
due to drastic changes in the sewage disposal system required 
by the State Board of Health over and above those originally 
recommended and tentatively approved by that Board at the 
time of the March, 1952 Town Meeting. In order to open 
the high school in September, the Building Committee complied 
with the demands of the State Board of Health: (1) by post- 
poning the purchase of part of the equipment for the building 
and (2) by delaying completion of certain items of construction. 
The funds originally provided for this equipment and construc- 
tion were used to cover the added sewer system costs. In order 
to obtain the full benefit of the State reimbursement and to pur- 
chase the equipment and to complete the construction, it is 
necessary at this time that the Town appropriate the amount 
requested, 


The Finance Committee therefore recommends the 
approval of the article and the appropriation of $12,500, the 
money to be provided as follows: $10,000 through borrowing 
on 10-year notes and $2,500 to be raised under the 1953 tax levy. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be used in connection with the construction of the addition 
to the high school building, for the installation of a water line and 
hydrants for the high school building and addition, and the con- 
struction of an access road, and determine how the money shall be 
raised, including transfer of all or a part of the unspent funds 
appropriated under Article 2 of the Special Town Meeting held 
December 11, 1950 and Article 4 of the Special Town Meeting held 
December 19,1951, or take any action relative thereto. 


The Town has made a total appropriation of $7,500 for 
the purpose of supplying an additional water line to the high 
school for fire protection. This line is to be installed at the 
suggestion of the Fire Department. A portion of the pipe has 
already been purchased but the installation remains to be done. 
The previous plan under which the $7,500 was voted, provided 
for laying the pipe from Pelham Island Road to the northwest 
corner of the high school grounds on driven piles because of the 
swampy condition of the soil. The Water Department now 
suggests that because of the possibility of damage to the line 
through possible shifting of the swampy soil, that it would be 
preferable, because of the good firm base underlying the swamp 
that a gravel base be installed and that the piles be dispensed 
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with. If this is done, the contemplated road to the school at 
this location should be built at this time since: (1) the best 
construction price can be obtained while the equipment is avail- 
able in connection with other work now in progress and (2) 
the cost of the work, if done now, would be eligible for State 
reimbursement of approximately 40% as a part of site develop- 
ment of the high school addition. 


The Finance Committee therefore recommends the approval 
of the article and the appropriation of $15,000, of which $7,500 
shall be raised by transfer from unexpended funds appropriated 
under Article 2 of the Special Town Meeting held December 
11, 1950, and Article 4 of the Special Town Meeting held 
December 19, 1951, and $7,500 of which shall be raised under 
the 1953 tax levy. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a special 
committee to make a study and prepare recommendations for presen- 
tation to the Town at the next Annual Meeting with regard to a site 
or sites for additional elementary school facilities and to obtain options 
on such site or sites as they may determine, or do or act. 


This article contemplates the second step in the program 
of school expansion as outlined in the Report of the Wayland 
School Building Committee in March, 1952 which forecast a 
need of 18 to 20 additional classrooms by the fall of 1955. 
Eight ui these are provided for in the present addition to the 
Junior-Senior High School. The enrollment in September, 1952 
bas exceeded the figures used in the forecast due to the con- 
tinued rapid growth of the Town and it now appears likely 
that additional elementary school facilities may be needed by 
September, 1954. 


The Finance Committee therefore recommends the appro- 
val of this article so that the necessary steps may be taken 
without undue haste. No appropriation ts involved at this time. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote, under provisions of the 
Betterment Act, to appropriate a sum of money, additional to that 
which was voted under Article 20 at the last Annual Town Meeting, 
for the construction of Edgewood Road, Ridgefield Road, Fairfield 
Road and Parkridge Road, or any of them, or a portion of them, 
and determine how the money shall be raised, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting, the Town voted to accept 
these roads under the Betterment Act and there was appropri- 
ated $5,700 to commence the construction work by starting 
drainage work, It was at that time contemplated that the 
balance of the work would be done in 1953 and the principal 
reason given by the Finance Committee for deferring work was 
to postpone the expense into the 1953 tax rate. The Finance 
Committee is advised that a substantial portion of the work can 
be done this fall. This job and that on Westway Road covered 
under Article 8, since both jobs have been accepted, should, 
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now or formerly owned by Rosalthe C. Picard consisting of approxi- 
mately 12 acres, the land to be used for additional town dump 
facilities, will appropriate a sum of money for the annual rental, 
purchase, or acquisition thereof, and will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into a lease, or to acquire by purchase, or by 
eminent domain, or by other means or do or act. 


A special committee appointed under Article 10 at the 
Annual Town Meeting of March, 1952, will make its report 
at the meeting. This Committee is composed of nine persons 
representing various boards and different sections of the Town. 
Its composition is such that the Finance Committee feels that the 
Town should be guided by such recommendation as the special 
Committee may make. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and assess 
a sum of money for the payment of interest on Town indebtedness 
due in 1952, or do or act. 


At the time of the last Annual Town Meeting when the 
budget for 1952 was submitted to the Town, no provision was 
made for interest on debt in connection with the addition to the 
high school, it not being anticipated that such debt would be 
incurred prior to July 1, 1952. However, due to a very quick 
start made on the high school addition, it was necessary to 
borrow funds in May, 1952, with the result that the initial 
interest payment will be due in November, 1952, instead of in 
January or later in 1953. 


The Finance Committee, therefore, recommends the ap- 
proval of the Article and the appropriation of $1,577.33. 


And you are required to serve this Warrant by posting copies 
thereof, attested by you, at the Town Hall, at each Post Office in 
Town, and at the Legion Hall, at Cochituate, seven days, at least, 
before the time of holding said meeting.
